' Collins who/was one of Dan 
McCarty’s sest friends and ad- 
visors and who is expected to advo- 
cate many of the principles laid 
down by the late governor, has 
made it clear that he is running on 
his own record and will have a plat- 
form of his own. 

Collins served in the Florida 
House of Representatives begin- | 
ning in 1935. and in the Senate 
since 1940, except for one term 
when he was in the U. S. Navy. | 

In newspaper polls he has been 
twice designated “most valuable 
senator" and after the 1953 ses- 
sion, the legislators named him 
“most valuable ‘all around mem- 
ber.” 

His. committee ^ chairmanships 
.include appropriations, finance and 
taxation, constitutional amend- 
ments, education and government- 
al reorganization.

Rebuilding of Conner's Highway 
from Twenty Mile Bend to Canal 
Point-has been placed at the top 
of the county's list of proposed road 
and bridge projects for the coming 
year. Commission action to make 
the Conners Highway project the 
top priority job for the coming 
year was led by Paul Rardin, Can- 
al Point, who for the past several 
months has been a strong advocate 
of putting this important highway 
at the'head of the county list. 

e Glades highway has suffered 
considerable damage in recent 
ménths due to high water and was 


closed for several weeks while re- 
pair work was carried out. The re- 
building program for this strip of 
the county road system was one 
of several being sought by the 
county commission which Monday 
adopted its rodd and bridge pro- 
gram for the year. 

Next in importance to the Con- 
ner’s Highway project, was com- 
pletion of four-laning U. S. Higb- 
way 1 acros§ Palm Beach County.
